1. This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 5/27/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Honda 

(5,970,084), previously cited. 

As per claim 1, see figures 4A, 6 and 7, and col. 1, line 17 to col. 2, line 45, Honda 

discloses an apparatus comprising: 

a correlation value calculation means (6, 1 1, 16) (see figures 6) having a number of 
correlation value calculators (25, 30) (see figure 7), each of which calculates a correlation value 
between information, selected by selection means (4, 9, 14) (see figures 6), and an input signal 
(see col. 1, lines 48-55 and col. 2, lines 35-44); and 

a correlation circuit control means ((5, 6,7), (10, 11,12) and (15, 16, 17)) (see figure 6) 
having a number of correlation circuit controllers (49, 33, 34, 35) (see figure 7) each of which 
receives a correlation value from a corresponding one of the correlation value calculator means 
and compares the received correlation value to a threshold during an interval and controlling the 
operation of each of the correlation value calculators by using each of the comparing results (see 
col. 2, lines 6-44) wherein a received correlation value is selected as a decision parameter when 
said received correlation value is equal to or greater than the threshold in such a way that the 
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acquiring synchronization (sec col. 2, lines 35-44).
